IN OREGON FIGHT. 
Petition Judge Ross to Permit Them 
to Give Bail Pending Testimony 
and Attack Law Which Would 
Cause Their Removal to State 
Where Charges Were First Made. 


An . was made out yesterday by 
the United States District Court for 
the removal of the deferdants in the 
Oregon land-fraud cases to Oregon, 
where the indictment was found. The 
defendants immediately made applica- 
ion to United States Circuit Judge 
Ross for a writ of habeas corpus. A 
partial hearing of this application was 
had yesterday afternoon, and it will 
be continued thig morning. 

Judge Weliborn signed the removal 
order on his decision that the indict- 
ments in the case were sufficient. 
Counsel in bringing the matter before 
Judge Moss are asking that a writ be 
issued which will admit the bonds of 
defendants and allow them to present 
testimony in the case a few days later. 

Counset..for the defendants claim 
that their clients are being held by the 
United States Marshal without process 
of law, on the theory that they 
have not been allowed to introduce tes- 
timony in the case. It is further heid 
that the law in regard to removal from 
one State to another is a State law 
governing, and that in the State of 
California the law permits of the giv- 
ing of testimony by defendants. 

This discussion was led for the de- 
fendants by Attorneys LeCompte Da- 
vis. Herbert Goudge, Walter Bacon 
and Warner. Numerous authorities 
were cited by them. Oscar Lawler 
spoke for the government and stub- 
bornily stuck to the idea that the in- 
dictments were sufficient for the order

All the world bas now awaked to‘ 

the fact that a strong and system- 
atized movement to secure the bulk 


being made by the, merchant marine 
firms of Japan, backed and liberally 
subsidized by their government. The 
great shipping lines from Europe to 
the Far East will of course continue 
in business, but it is clear that Japan 
has marked as her own the coastal 
carrying trade along the Chinese sea- 
board, and as much of the trans-Pa- 
cific trade as by hook or crook she 
can secure. Several recent consular 
reports throw interesting side-lights 
on the situation and on the chances 
of Japan succeeding in the ambitious 
maritime enterprises upon which she 
has embarked. 

For the present it is British ship- 
ping, as being most largely interested 
in the local trade of the Orient, that 
has been mainly affected, and that 
Japan's naval and military ally has 
already received some vigorous 
punches in the ribs of her mercantile 
marine is made abundantly evident. 
For example, a British steamship 
company that has had a fleet of ves- 
sels engaged in the coast trade from 
the earliest development of foreign 
trade in China, its particular field he- 
ing from Hongkong to Amoy, Foo- 
chow, and across the channel to For- 
mosa, is now operating only three 
ships, while two or three years back 
it had seven.
